Enthusiastic  Opening  at  ,  the  Cam¬ 
paign  in  Bloom  field. 

The  opening  rally  of  the  •  political 
paign  of  1888  took  place  lb  Dodd's  Hall  <*n 
Monday  evening  last,  by  the  Bloomfield  Re¬ 
publican  Club.  Mr.  Thomas  McGowan, 
President  of  the  Club,  acted  aa  Chi 
The  newlv  organized  Glee  Club,  led  by  Mr. 
W.  W.  Schouler,  sang  a  number  of  cam- 
jtaign  songs.  City  Counsel  Joseph  Coolt  of 
Newark,  was  the  speaker  of  the  evening. 
The  amlience  filled  the  room,  gave  close  at¬ 
tention,  and  applauded  enthusiastically  the 
many  points  made  by  tl)e  speaker.  The 
tinging  was  also  productive  of  spontaneous 
applause. 

SYNOPSIS  OF  MK.  cocnr’s  SPEECH.  ‘ 

Four  years  ago,  said  Mr.  Coult,  the  Re¬ 
publican  party,  after  having  been  in  power 
for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  was  de- 
{Kjsed  and  the  Democratic  party  entrusted 
with  the  reins  of  government .  They  hail 
argued  that  a  party  that  had  been  in  power 
so  long  must  necessarily  have  become  cor¬ 
rupt,  aud  imbued  with  venality.  ‘  *  Turn 
the  rascals  out’’  had  been  their  campaign 
cry.  Grover  Cleveland  anas  elected.  The 
Republican  methods  of  conducting  the  gov¬ 
ernment  were  subjected  to  the  closest  scru¬ 
tiny.  Every  bureau  was  investigated,  each 
department  overhauled,  every  account  ex¬ 
amined.  Charges  of  corruption  were  found 
to  be  false.

Another  campaign  cry  that  had  helped 
to  elect  Mr.  Cleveland  was  reform  of  the 
civil  service.  George  William  Curtis  and 
the  editors  of  the  New  York  Times  and 
Evening  Post  saw  or  pretended  to  see  in 
Grover  Cleveland  the  man  who  would  raise 
the  civil  service  to  their  elevated  ideal. 
What  was  the  result  ?  Hail  Grover  Cleve¬ 
land  fulfilled  their  expectations  ?  A  few- 
obscure  heads  hail  been  gently  lopped  off 
at  the  beginning  of  his  adlninistratiou,  but 
the  process  of  decapitation  had  gradually 
beeu  extended,  as  the  cry  for  the  offices  and 
spoils  grew  louder,  until  to-day  there  was 
scarcely  a  Republican  officeholder  under  the 
administration.  Could  the  mugwumps  con¬ 
sistently  vote  for  Cleveland  again  ?  No  ; 
unless  they  lied,  and  under  the  specious  cry 
of  civil  service  reform  were  now  .really  sup¬ 
porting  Grover  Cleveland  on  account  of  his 
free  trade  views. 

DEMOCRATIC  HYPOCRISY. 

The  speaker  referred  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  Democratic  party  had  deciared 
against  continuing  the  internal  revenue  sys¬ 
tem  inaugurated  during  the  war,  but  now 
that  they  were  in  power  were  using  every 
effort  to  perpetuate  that  system.  Their 
Collector  in  this  district,  Mr.  Klotz,  was 
collecting  one  million  dollars  more  revenue 
to-day  than  was  collected  in  1881.  The 
President's  positive  declaration  in  favor  of 
a  single  term  of  office  was  also  quoted  as 
proof  of  Democratic  insincerity. 

THE  MILL-CLOSING  BILL. 

The  Mills  tariff  bill  came  in  for  a  large 
share  of  Mr.  Coult 's  attention.  It  was  the 
entering- wedge  for  free  trade,  which,  if 
•arrit  tl  out,  meant  disaster  to  American  in¬ 
dustry.  Congressmen  McAdoo  and  Pidcock 
were  unmercifully  scored  for  their  alleged 
cowardice  and  recreancy  to  the  manufact¬ 
uring  interests  of  the  State  in  allowing  them- 
Belves  to  be  whipped  into  voting  for  the 
bill  by  the  dominant  element  in  the  party. 
The  speaker  said  that  when  the  bill  came  up 
the  Senate  John  R.  McPherson,  who  had 
loudly  proclaimed  himself  a  strong  pro¬ 
tectionist,  ou  almost  every  political  stump 
in  the  State,  would  succumb  to  the  party 
lash  ami  vote  for  the  Mills  bill.  The  loy¬ 
alty  of  the  Democratic  party  hi  the  South¬ 
ern  element  in  the  framing  of  the  tariff  bill, 
clearly  pointed  out  Among  the  sev¬ 
eral  branches  of  industry  that  would  be  se¬ 
riously  crippled  by 

DEMOCRATIC  FREE  TRADE, 

particular  mention  was  made  of  the  hatting 
industry.  The  speaker  Baid  that  thirty  per 
cent  duty  on  maufactured  hats  was  not  suf¬ 
ficient  ;  that  it  ought  to  be  fifty  per  cent.  A 
comparison  was  made  between  the  working 
people  of  Belgium  and  America,  as  they 
come  into  competition  in  this  important  in¬ 
dustry.  The  absurdity  of  the  raw -material 
cry  of  the  Democrats  was  made  apparent. 

The  address  closed  with  a  glowing  eulogy 
of  the  old  soldiers,  who  had  received  no 
encouragement  from  the  present  adminis¬ 
tration,  in  protection  of  their  interests  or 
adjustment  of  their  claims,  aud  a  stirring 
eihortution  was  made  that  the  voters  of 
New  Jersey  rally  to  the  support  of  Harrison 
and  Morton  and  the  Republican  policy  of 
protection  to  home  industry.
